Gas From a Leaking Main in 

Street Fills Home During 

The Night 



FIVE OVERCOME, TWO DIE 



Pulmotor Was Sent for and Oxyeen was 

Pumped Into The Victims 

Lungs For Hours 



Five persons Hvinff at 203 Market 
street, Waukegan, were overcome by 
sas as the result of a burated gas main 
in front of thi ir home which allowe^ 
gas to leak into their basement and 
from there through the house Saturday 
night. The family consisted of Andrae 
Auzelmo, othenvjse known as Anton 
Samble, his wife and two sons and in 
the house was also one boarder, who 
by reason of sleeping on the second 
floor received a less serious efTcct than 
the others. 

The predicament of the family was 
discovered when another boarder re- 
turned from work at 7:30 Sunday morn- 
ing. He called assistance and the un- 
conscious family were rushed to the 
hospital where every means was used 
to revive them. The pulmotor was 
rushed by auto from Chicago to Wau- 
kegah and for hours oxygen was pump- 
ed into the lungs of the victims, but In 
spite of all efforts the youngest son 
passed away Sunday afternoon and the 
father died Tuesday evening. The moth- 
er and eldest eonregalned^consdousnesB 
are said to now have a fair chance of 
recovery. 

The inquest was held Tuesday eve- 
ning, lawyers representing the family 
of the deceased, and the North Shore 
Consolidated Gas company were pres- 
ent. 

The North Shore Gas company is 
held responsible by the verdict. The 
verdict shows that both men died of 
asphyxiation by illuminating gas. The 
gas from a bursted main having enter 
ed the home that sheltered the sleeping 
members of the family. 

George Goodnow, general manager of 
the gas company stated than it was his 
opinion that the break, if there really 
was a break, instead of a leaking joint, 
was caused by the cold weather lost 
winter which caused the company con- 
siderable trouble. The fact that the 
soil about the house is of a sandy nature 
made It easy for the gas to leak through 
it. Search was made to determine 
whether there was any drain pipe or 
waier pipe leading Into the house which 
the gas might have followed but non^ 
was found.

Receives Appointment as Appellate Judge 
of This District. 

Judge Charies H. Whitney of Wau- 
kegan was Saturday appointed to the 
Appellate bench by the Illinois Su- 
preme court which, Saturday in Spring- 
field, made announcement of the judged 
selected for the appellate courts, with 
the exception of tlie recently created 
branches in Chicago. 

The judges of the Second Appellate 
division in which Lake county is locat- 
ed, have been named as follows: 

Judge Dorance Dibell of Joliet; H. B. 
Ellis of Elgin and Charles H. Whitney 
of Waukegan The first two are reap- 
pointed, and Judge Whitney succeeds 
Judge Thompson of Danvlllt*. 

Some time ago the Supreme court ap- 
pointed Judge Frost of Rockford to the 
Appellate bench, but he did not care to 
travel continually back and forth to 
Springfield to hold court. 

The Appellate court holds an adjour- 
ed session at Ottawo. Tuesday, June 25, 
and Judge Whitney will take his seat 
among the judges of the . higher couJt, 

Judge Whitney will hold court in 
Lake and Boon county, just as he has, 
cases appealed to the higher court of 

course from his counties being heard 
thereby other judges of the Appellate 
branch. 

The three Appellate judges comprise 
the Appellate bench of the Second dia- 
district of the state and handle the ap- 
peal cases from twenty-two counties in 
Illinois, exclusive of Cook county. 

Judge Willis has been on the Appel- 
late bench since 1902 and has served 
with distinction having made an envia- 
ble record during that time. 

Much of the work of an Appellate 
judge is done at home in reviewing 
suits and preparing opinions.

meetihg of the Lake county abldiers 
and sailors to determine the location of 
the encampment this year. Waukegan 
put in a strong bid for the honor this 
year, using as one of the arguments 
that tho convention has not been held 
there in twenty-five or thirty years. 
Several 'other cities and towns put In 
strong bids also. 

In the afternoon it was decided by the 
association that the reunion this year 
will be held at Grayalake on August 21- 
22. This town made a strong bid for 
the reunion and succeeded i n landing it.

forces won complete cpn- 
Republlcan National Con- 
vention at the Coliseum Tuesday. 

Their chief- decisive victory was the 
election of Senator Elihu Root of New 
York as temporary chairman by a vote 
of 558 against Governor Francis E, Mc- 
Govem of Wisconsin, who received 502 
votes from the Roosevelt-La FoUette- 
Cummins delegates. 
; The La Follette delegation split be- 
cause of the orders of their chief not to 
join with the Roosevelters, and this ac- 
counted for 13 scattering votes. Five 
delegates did not vote. 

On the face of the Ropt-McGovem 
vote the Taft forces claim that Presi- 
dent Taf t's renomination is assured on 
the first ballot. The Roosevelt forces 
pretend to see it In an assurance that 
they have cut deeply enough Into the 
Taft strength to win, while the La Fol- 
lettb-Cummins-Third Candidate ahout- 
ers are confident that the convention 
will be deadlocked againsr Taft and 
Roosevelt, The odds, however^ are 
heavily in favor of Taft As between 
a deadlock and Roosevelt, the deadlock 
seems to have the better of it. 

Behind the Root victory, the most 
signlHcent feature of the seven and one 
half hours that made up ^the doys con- 
vention was the apparent complete col- 
lapse of the threats of Colonel Roose- 
velt and his followers to take the Col- 
iseum by storm. 

The threatened "reign of terror" 
faded completely. Whether the rabid 
Roosevelters who had been breathing 
firi* and brimstone for a week were 
overawed by the ample police prepara- 
tions, or afraid to tackle the Taft ma- 
jority, or whether saner council had 
finally prevailed ever the violent tem- 
pests of the Roosevelt-Flinn-Henry 
shouters, only the course of the re- 
maining days of the convention can tell. 

Chicago is still sleeping on the edge 
of a volcano, although it may prove 
that it is not loaded after all. 

When the convention met at noon 
Tuesday, the feeling of trouble to cnme 
prevailed, and every . parricipant was 
at a high pitch of fear and hope— de- 
pending upon his affiliations and his 
bloodthirstness. But as the afternoon 
wore on. and outburst after outburst of 
the more violent fighters fizzled into 
nothmgness, the grip of law and order 
grew stronger. When the day's ses- 
sion adjourned, to meet again at 11 
o'clock Wednesday morning the dove of 
peace had roosted in seeming security, 
on the back of Senator Root's chair. 

The Taft forces were jubilant over 
the prospects of a Taft victory on the 
first nominating ballot To make sure^ 
almost the whole night was spent in 
conferences to hold the Taft strength 
intact for the fighting that is still to 
intervene, for ther^ will be several roll 
calls before the pomtnatlons themselves 
are made. 1 1 

The Roosevelt forees, on their part, 

labored more earnJaiiy than ever to 

use their varied "influenceB" to bring 

Taft delegates Bito the Roosevelt 
camp, although Tfteaday's defeats, to- 
gether with theKollapso of the Roose- 
velt • program of violence, niade their 
task a mighty dafficult one. 



Wednesday Taft forces won three 
more decisive triumphs for the mastery 
of Republiban National convention at 
the Colisium with a greater vote than 
they had polled on the opening day, and 
pushed the struggling Roosevelt cohorts 
to the brink of the precipile. 

President Taft's chances were greatly 
strengthened, while the ovation for 
Governor Ha'aiy helped to break up the 
Rooaevlt hopes.- 

Wednesday'a victories, upon which 
Taft forces based their confident 
assertions ballot were: 

The convention, by a vote of 540 to 
510— a majority of 54— tabled a motion 
to prevent contest delegates from vot- 
ing for members of the credentials com- 
mittee or from voting on any contest 
tir any motions respecting the disposit- 
ion of contests. 

The convention accepted, without a 
protest from the Roosevelt forces, the 
decision ox Temporary Chairman Elihu 
Root that while no contest, he is at 
liberty to vote on every other contest 
and on any question dealing with con- 
tests as a class. 

It is under this ruling by Senator 
Root that the Taft majority of 
committee on credentials is to make 
aeperate reports on each of the district 
and state contests, to prevent the dis- 
franchisement of more than a few con- 
tested delegates on any one report 
It was expected that the committee on 
credenials, at the end of an all night 
session; would report at noon in favor 
of seating the contested seated by the 
national committee on the temporary 
roIL .This, in turn, was to be accepted 
by the convention, thus keeping the 
Taft majority intact 
The great question is still: 
"When will Roosevelt bolt?" 
He was not in the arena Wednesday 
but kept in touch with his followers by 
telephone. There was no revolt, how- 
ever. Today would seem to be the bolt 
If the Roosevelt forces accept the troun- 
cing that seems to be in store for them 
today with picking up their delegates 
and marching from the Colliseuni it may 
be too late. 

The trouble with the whole bolting 
business, however, seems to be the fact 
that if Roosevelt bolts now he could 
take but a few delegates with him. 
The LaFolletteities won't bolt Gover- 
nor Hadley, having heard the buzzing 
of the presidential bee and hoping 
for a sting if a deadlock could be knot- 
ted up, will not bolt And they have 
plenty of company. 

Roosevelt took occasion again Wed- 
nesday to advertise his threats to bolt 
with an announcement that unless the 
convention struck off its roll the dele- 
gates whom he had himself blacklisted 
he and. his followers would not be bound 
by anything the convention did. The 
convention accepted his challenge and 



WILL FIGHT ORDINANCE 

Zton Cily Billboards and Signs Cards are 
Under Discussion 

Piqued at the action of the Indepen- 
dent city council of Zion City, in pass- 
ing an ordinance last week Monday 
night which authorizes the city mar- 
shall to tear down all sign boards in the 
city and to enter homes and remove 
placards from windows, the followers 
of Wilbur Glenn Vollva are said to be 
preparing to withstand the invading 
force at any. cost They assert that at 
no cost will they allow their homes to 
be invaded and the placards taken from 
their windows. 

On the other hand the Independents 
say that the ordinance most certainly 
will be enforced just as soon as it takes 
effect which will be within a few days. 
In case the marshall has difiiculty in 
seeing that the ordinance is obeyed he 
will be given the authority to swear in 
deputies and they will descend on the 
houses in a body. There are about 3,- 
000 of the objectionable cards in Voliva 
homes so it is seen that the Independ- 
ents have cut out no small job for 
themselves. 

Meanwhile Voliva is making no state- 
ment as to what he intends to do about 
the matter but it is reported that ho 
does not propose to have the ordinance 
enforced if he has the power to stop it 

Instead of using personal violence in 
repelling the invading forces It is said 
that he will resort to the courts asking 
that a writ of mandamus be issued pre- 
venting the marshal from enforcing the 
ordinance which it will be claimed is 
unconstitutional. 

Those who are partisans of neither 
side say that there is no question but 
there will be bloodshed if the Indepen- 
dents attempt to enforce the ordinance.

Elder F. M. Royal Leader of The HosU 

of Zion is Nursing a Split Up, a 

Swoolen Face and Several Bumps 



After a period of sdence due to the 
advice of Sheriff Green of Waukegan, 
revolution again broke out in Zion City 
last Fridaj^. 

It broke^o fervently that Elder F. 
M. Royal, leaderof the hosts of Zion^ 
spent the evening In a Zion home nlira- 
ing a split lip, a swollen face, > several 
bumps which had not been on his head 
in the morning and extensive injuries 
to his feelings. Also he was bombard- 
ed with eggs. 

The elder was impressed with tho 
idea that the workmen at the Cook 
Electrical plant intend to continue 
smoking, contrary to the edict of Zion 
and do not care for the hymns against 
smoking and prayers for their ..confu- 
sion, which have been chanted across 
the street from the plant. 

According to tho tale of carnage 
the Zionists told, the riot was more ser- 
ious than earlier ones. They asisert an 
overwhelming number of the electrical 
workers attacked a little party of Zion- 
ites, mainly old men and women, knock- 
ed Royal unconscious, struck down azi 
SO year old Civil war veteran named 
Irwin and jostled the women of the 
party. The.as3a^lc on an old m^n and 
the ill treatment of the women are 
denied by the Independents. 

The Ant.-. obitcco crusaders were hold- 
ing the second of tbeir semi-daiiy meet- 
ings across the street when worK ac the 
plane stopped and the workmen emerg- 
ed. Simultaneously there came a bom- 
bardment of eggs. That suggested to 
Elder Royal something was going to 
happen and he suggested the crusaders 
move toward Zion tiome. 

The electricians charged and. the ad- 
vance guard si ezed Royal and beat him. 
Then tnev made for Elder Eustace 
Carey, ecclesastical secretary to Over> 
seer Voliva. with cries of "Let's get 
him." 

Elder Carey slipped nimbly about the 
crusading band.^^eeKing to crawl into 
the center, but he'^vaa caught and. 
soundly spanked; The othef^inen took 
advantage or Chia-diversionVco tVawl !(n* 
to the crusader's .ranks, draggqpgtne 
unconscious Royal after them. ■ Thei 
tbeZionitea moved up the street with 
the victorious philistlnes t'ollowibg. . 

Overseer Voliva saw the retreat 
frpm atur and, the big bell at 'Zion 
home gave the alarm bringing sever^ 
hunured Zionites to the irescue. After^^, 
the row was over, Marshal Hoover 
drove up smiling ana asked what the 
trouble was. The Zionists did not feel - 
they couid discuss the situation and his 
absence diapobsionaiely and so said 
nothing. 

The overseer commended Elder Royal 
which did not help the elder's split 
lip, and aiinounced the crusades would 
continue. ;• . ^ . - ■ 

After quietude was. established the 
Voliva people at once louK steps to 
have the assailants arrested and late at 
night Justice Weiss was cuilled to his 
oliice to. find that tWo auto loads of 
people had copie from Zion to awear 
out complaints against men th6y.charg- - 
cd had attacKed tbum in the- melee of 
the evening. - 

Warrants were sworn out for. the ar- 
rest of Fred Graf, liichard Sullivan. 

Vogler, John Barry and Don 
Kessler. The complainants included 
these men who claimed they had been 
struck by the defendants or had seen 
them striking others.

Was Making Practice Flight at Illinois 

Stats Fair Grounds When Biplane 

Wing Struck Limb of Tree 

and Plunged to Earth. 



Sprlngflold. III., Juno 19.— Miss Julia 
Clarke of Denver, twonty-elght yoara 
old, and one of the three flying li- 
censed femnlo (ivlntlon pilots, was 
killed at the Illinois state fair grounds 
Monday when the tip of one of the 
wings of a Curtlss biplane In which 
she was making a flight struck tho 
limb of a tree and tho machino was 
dashed to tho ground, crushing her 
fikull. 

Grimly suspiclouB of tho machino 
which was alleged to have had an 
.unlucky record, Mlas Clarke left a 
note requesting that If she were killed 
that her body bo taken to Denver 
for cremation at tho Riverside crema- 
tory. 

Tho flitght was In practice prelim- 
inary to an exhibition to be given 
here on next Friday and Saturday. 
"William Pickens of Chicago, one of 
tho CurtlBs-Wrlght exhibition promot- 
ers and managers, has boon here with 
Lansing Collan, a French aviator, and 
a number of mechanicians, preparing 
for the exhibition. 

Because some question had been 
raised as to tho safety of the machino 
which was flnally wrecked, Lansing 
Callan made tho first flight in It, 
circling about for flvo minutes. Ho 
descended and pronounced tho ma- 
chine in good condition. Mlas Clarke, 
who was li> waiting, smilingly took 
charge of tho machine for her flight, 
made a beautiful start and circled 
around the fair grounds for several 
minutes. As she made a very low 
sweep tho Cow who were witnessing 
the trial thought she was about to 
mako a landlni;,' but Instead she flow 
close to the raco track grand stand 
and attempted to skim by a row of 
tall trees. Sho did not clear the trees 
properly. The machino struck a far- 
reaching bough and the airship turned 
turtle, falling with a crash while mak- 
ing a speed of forty miles an hour. 

The dying aviatrli was rushed to a 
nearby hospital in an automobile, but 
lived only a few minutes. Her skull 
had been fractured and her body bad- 
ly bruised. Blood gushed from her 
mouth. She never regained. conscious- 
ness after the fall.

— Tho presi- 
dent vetoed tho army appropriation 
bill. 

The president declares U repeated- 
ly has been pointed out by hia prede- 
cessors that tho practloo of attaching 
legialatlvo riders to appropriation bills 
Is dangerous. 

The .veto leaves the army without 
on' appropriation for its maintenance 
for tho next flscal year, unless con- 
gress hurries through a single hppro- 
prlatlpn measure without tho leglsla- 
UVe features. It also saves General 
tVood from being ousted from his of- 
fice aa chief of staff after March 4, 
1913, and prevents reorganization of 
the army as provided in the, bill. '^ . 

In his measure sent to congress with' 
his veto tho president criticized 'the 
appended legislation In tho bill reo^ 
gantzlng . tho army and causing 
changed which he held should be 
done by Independent legislation and 
not Included in tho bill appropriating 
for the army.

Crowds Clamoring for Admission Make 
Work for Police Before Chairman 
Rosewater Calls the Meeting 
to Order — Contest Almost Im- 
mediately Precipitated. 



Chicago, Juno 19.— With leas than 
12,000 seats In tho Coliseum building. 
In which tho national Republican con- 
vention was gathered Tuesday, for tho 
accommodation of those who had Uck- 
ots of admission, and two or throe 
times that number eager to find places 
where thoy might seo and hear tho 
proceedings, tho march on tbo build- 
ing be&Tin early in tho morning, with 
the result that tho big structuro was 
tho center of a pushing, shouting. Im- 
patient throng long before the conven- 
tion was called to order. 

Every seat In the Coliseum was 
numbered, and a ticket bearing a cor- 
roapondlng number was in tho pdseea- 
slon of some lucky person. Without a 
ticket no one was permitted to enter 
the building. 

There was a regiment of. ushers and 
assistant sergeants at arms on duty in 
the building to boo that tlcket-holdors 
got Justlco and to maintain order. 
They were rblnforcod by 250 police- 



men, and another responsibility placed 
On tho combined forces was to pre- 
vent smoking In tho convention hall. 
This was a police precaution for pub- 
lic safety. 

Whllo tbo convention asaembled, 
and at Intervals In Its proceedings, 
several bands aupplled music. 

Precisely at 10 a, m. the building 
was thrown open to the public, and 
from that hour until shortly after noon 
tho visitors and asaembled delegates 
chatted among themselves and ila- 
toncd to tho music. 

About 12:15 Victor Rosowatcr of Ne- 
braska, chairman of tho Ilepubiican 
national committee and aald to bo the 
youngest man who over hold UiiB re- 
sponsible position, colled the conven- 
tion to order. 

Mr. Rosewater did not make a 
speech. A bare announcement of the 
event, of tho purpose of the gathering, 
with a suggestion that the convention 
proceed with Its work In an orderly 
manner, was tho aubstanco of tho 
chairman's address. He then asked 
for the reading of tbo call by Secre- 
tary William Hayward of tho national 
committee, and that was followed by 
a prayer by Rov. J. P. Callaghan of St. 
Malacby'a church on the West side. 

Somo little time was allowed to 
elapse before tho formal presentation 
of tho gavel to Victor Rosewater by 
Fred W. Upham In behalf of tho Chi- 
cago convenUon committee. 

Then, according to custom in all 
conventions of this character, Mr. 
Rosewater announced that^ the com- 
mlttoo on arrangements had selected 
Senator KUhu Root of Now York to 
act as temporary chairman. Ho es- 
sayed to call Senator Root to. tho 
chair, but before ho had a chance 
actually to do so a supporter of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, from his place on tho 
floor, of tho hall, proposed tho name of 
Senator William E. Borah of Idaho ae 
a substitute for that of Senator Root, 
and preparations for a roll call began. 



Chairman Rosewater directed Sec- 
retary William Hayward of the com- 
mittee to call the roll. Alabama is 
tho first state on the list. The Ninth 
district delegates were seated for 
Taft by the national committee. 
Roosevelt aupportera challenged the 
vote of the Alabama Ninth district men 
and tho fight ovor the seating of the 
delegates by tho committee was be- 
Bun.

Chicago, Juno 19.— The first fight 
In the Republican national convention 
looking to tho reduction of tho south- 
cm roprcaGntatlon In future conven- 
tions, and tho curtailing of the power 
wielded by the delegates from states 
which are not found in the Republican 
column In the regular elections, was 
started when C. Tyson Kratz, a dele- 
gate from tho Eighth Pennsylvania 
district, drew up for presentation to 
his state delegation a resolution clip- 
ping the wings 6t tho southern contin- 
gent and ' the delegates from the 
Insular poascaslons and territories. 

The Kratz roaolutlon follows;

Members 
from states having cast over 100,000 
votes shall have two votea. Members

"Membora of the sold com'mlttGo 
shall bo elected by the several dele- 
gations to the national convention, 
provided that, if under tho law of any 
state, or under any party rule of any 
state, tho member of the national, com- 
mittee Bhall bo elected at a primary 



election of aald state, Buch member 
flhnll fortliwith be entitled to his seat 
flt tho first Bubsonuont mooting of tho 
said committee, and If his scat ehall 
bo contcatod such contest shall bo aet^ 
tied by Bald committee at Ita first

Before the others in the company 
could recover from the shock of the 
atrange proposal, the clergyman shout, 
ed out that he would accept the terms 
and then and there the wager or deal 
was consummated, there being wit- 
nesses to the act of the minister Id 
putting 100 guineas Into the challen- 
ffer's bands. 

"A splendid bet it was for the rer- 
arend gentleman, but a miserably poor 
one for the other, who bad to surren- 
der a guinea every day and thla he 
continued to do for the better part of 
three years. Along toward the close 
of 1814 tha knight wearied of his los- 
ing gama. Aa you American 'say, he 
began to have cold feet At first ha 
tried to beg off, but the parson would 
sot listen to his entreaties. A bet 
was a bet he contended, and the facr 
that ha waa ahead to the tune of some 
900 guineas made him not in the least 
compassionate. Boney might live a 
good while longer and that dally rev- 
cnue was very sweet. 

**As a last resort tha k&lght refused 
to pay any longer, and tha parson 
brought suit before a Judge. Eloquent 
and learned counsel spoke on t>oth 
aides, but It must have been that the 
advocate for the defendant knight pro- 
duced the most convincing argument 
In telling the Jury why hla client 
should not be made to pay any longer. 
"In the first pisce," said the law- 
yer, his client had not In the begin- 
ning made the bet seriously; it was a 
Bort of Jocular proposal, but once be- 
ing made the proponent was too game 
to back out. Secondly, it was con- 
trary to public policy to give legal 
sanction to such a bet Napoleon was 
Britain's most dreaded foe and for a 
British subject to have a procuring 
Interest In prolonging the enemy's 
life was a horrid and untenable 
thought. The Jury took the same 
view and freed the knight from fur- 
ther payments."— Baltimore Ameri- 
can.

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ESSENTIALS OF GOOD FENCE WIRE 

AND THE PROCESS OF MANUFACTURE 
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By K. J.T. EKBLAW, 

Initructor In Agricultural Engineering, 

University of Illinois. 

Tbo eBsontlals of a flrat class wire 
fonc« may be roducod to two — dura- 
bility and fair cost. Other qualities 
which Boom cssontlals are morely sub- 
ildlary to the real ones. If a fonco 1b 
fitronff. rust-rcfllatant, and of good con- 
Btrucllon, durability will of neccflslty 
bo the result. If the b!zo of wires, the 
quality of steel used In their mnnu- 
fftclure, and tho weight of the coating 
be such that a durable fence can be 
made from them tho cost must bo a 
fair one. 

The steel used In tho manufacture 
of wire fence Is made either by the 
Uessemer or tho open hearth process; 
to much tho larger extent by the for- 
mer because of Its greater rapidity 
and somewhat lower coat. There 
seems to be a tendency to deprecate 
the use of BesBcmer steel, but this 
has no real foundation, for carefully 
made Desieracr steer can be of the 
first quality. Tho steel goes through 
tho various processes of manufacture 
Into Ingots, of rolling Into blooms, 
merchant bars, billets and rods and 
of drawing Into wires. This conver- 
sion results In hardening tho steel to 
such an extent that It could not possi- 
bly be woven into fence; before this 
can be dono It must be annealed. The 
annealing leaves tho wire covered 
with a hard scale, which is removed 
by dipping it into an acid pickling 
bath until It Is perfectly clean. Tho 
galvanizing Is accomplished by means ■ 

KEEPING ACCOUNTS 
OF FARM BUSINESS 

By OSCAR ROSS MARTIN, 
' University of Illinois. 

It Is only recently that we have 
como to recognize farming as a busi- 
ness, and tho fdrmer as a business 
man, and to see .that farming Is a 
more complex cnterprlso'than tho or- 
dinary' morcantile business. For the 
farmer Is at onco a merchant and a 
manufacturer, and If ho would con- 
duct hla business successfully he must 
give careful and Intelligent attention 
to each of these phases of tbo same. 

The amount of tho farmer's invest- 
ment should. In itself, Impress upon 
our minds tho fact that farming Is a 
business enterprise. A merchant with 
an Investmont of $25,000 to |50,000 
who kept no careful accounts, would 
be considered very careless, and 
wholesalers would bo slow to extend 
him credit. Yet many farmers have as 
much or more money Invested In their 
farms, and keep no account whatso- 
ever. They know only ' In tho most 
general and Indonnite way whether 
they gained or lost during the year, 
and ^t Is impossible for them to toll 
precisely to what this gain or iosa Is 
due. 

As tho farmer learns to view his 
work as a business, ho will place less 
emphasis upon his own manual labor 
and moro upon the duties of manage- 
ffient. By directing his work and that 
of his employes In a more systematic 
and moro efDciont manner he will And 
farm work losing much of Its strenu- 
ous character/ Tho introduction of 
farm- machinery boa dono much to re- 
lievo the Irksomonpss of farm labor, 
but there is stlU room for Improve' 
mont In this respect. Sclontiac, man- 
agement should, bring the same re- 
Bults on tho farm that It has In.Indusi 
trial establlshmonts where It^iaa been 
intelligently applied. 

Thoro are several things to bo gain- 
ed by keoplng farm accounts. It Is 
comparatively oasy to keep an account 
record of the various assets In the 
farmer's possession, and, It Is impor- 
tant that It should bo done. F6r ex- 
ample, tho farmer should know what 
proportion hU . Investment In ma- 
chinery and tools' bears to that In 
land and buildings. Ho should know 
what proportion' his Investment In pap 
tlcular classes of equipment bears to 
tho other clasoes. If his money In- 
come la greater than hla inoaoy ex- 
penditure ho may regard this as a' 
clear profit, and forget to take Into 
account the fact that his machinery 
and ImpIemonU, hla teams, his biilM- 
Ipes and tho other, forma of farm 
«Qulpmcnt have dopreblated In value 
(tti a result oJ tho year's operations* 



of running wire through a vat contain- 
ing melted sine, tho zinc adhering Id 
a rough, heavy, uneven coat. By run- 
ning tho wire through a wiper, mado 
of several turns of asbestos rope, tho 
zinc coat Is amoothed off; Its thlck- 
besB Is controlled by the tightness 
with which the wiper Is wrapped. Tho 
thickness of the resulting covering oC 
zinc is tested by observing tho num- 
ber of times It can bo dipped in an 
acid solution of standard strength be- 
fore tho steel Itself Is exposed to view; 

Tlie barbed wire fence was onco tho 
most popular fenco and the Immenao 
consumption of It Indfcates that It sttU 
retains Us popularity. It has been 
brought Into disrepute somewhat by 
unscrupulous manufacturers, who 
have used poor materials, both in tho 
steel Itself and in the galvanizing. 
Modern fence- construction Is limiting 
the use of barbed wire, however, to 
the tops of fences, moro for- tho pro- 
tection of the woven fence below than 
for any other purpose. Horses blem- 
ished with wire-cuts became too com- 
mon. 

Woven wire has come Into Its own 
groat popularity In tho last quarter 
century. Thousands rff miles of it aro 
manufactured annually. Its cost la 
low; It is a perfect defense, that Is. It 
serves perfectly as a fence; It Is read- 
ily and conveniently handled, and Its 
value Is not destroyed if ono or two 
easily repaired wires break; and, Inst 
but not least, a well constructed wov- 
en wire fence la an attractive feature 
on any farm. 

and that this decline In value must 
first be deducted from the apparent 
profit before the real profit ean be 
knowTi. If he keeps an accurate ac- 
count with each of his assets ho will 
not fall to noto any changes In value. 

Very often tbo profit on a farm Is 
not realized In the form' of a net 
money Increase, but rather In the form 
of additions to the /various assets. 
More \llve stock or more machinery 
may have ^beon acqirtred, Improve- 
monta may have been ' made In the 
buildings which have Increased their 
value, or In any one of, a number of 
similar ways tho profits may have 
bom distributed throughout the as- 
sets of the farm. He may note some 
of tho more obvious of theso, but there 
are a good many that will escape his 
attention and he cannot know, accu- 
rately about any of them unless ho 
keeps account with his assets. 

Again, a system of accounts en- 
ables the farmer to know his exact 
financial relations with others. He 
may have the satisfaction of know- 
ing that ho 1b dealing justly with oth- 
ers, and that they are not taking ad- 
vantage <5f him, intentionally or unln* 
tentlonally. Accounts will not bo over- 
looked or forgotten, as Is often tho 
case when books aro' not kept. 

Moreover, the farmer should know 
his net Increase or decrease In wealth, 
that is. his net^ gain or loss for any 
period.. U he would realize the larg- 
est profits possible, he must know the 
exact condition of each department 
of his farm. Tho farm as a whole may 
be realizing a net profit while certain 
departments are run at a loss. In 
many cases It Is comparatively easy to 
transform tho deficit of these departs 
monts into a profit and thus to In- 
crease the net profit of the farm as a 
whole. • 

Another object to bo gained by keep- 
ing a set of accounts on tho farm la 
tho aecuring of bettor credit when- 
ever It Is needed. Qftcn It Is- good 
buslnosa policy for a farmer to bor- 
row money. He may prefer to hold 
bla crops for a while In the expecta- 
tion of benefiting by a higher price 
rather than to boII 'them at a time 
when the market la overloaded; ho 
may be engaged In feeding live stock 
for Market purposes; or for sorao oth- 
er reason ho may want to borrow 
money. Ho would bo able to secure 
bettor terms on loans If It were't>oa- 
Blble for him. to furnlah the banker 
with a statemont of bis flnauclal con- 
dition. Including in the statement suoh 
Information as Is of particular impor> 
tanco to the bankers, as, for example, 
tho proportion of curreiH liabilities to 
current assets. ■ ' . ■ . .'

Us foot all but lapped 
by the salt spray of tho Wash. Itself 
Ib Boston — tlio Boston which tourists 
from the greater city of Maasachusotts 
carry home In the mind's vision. Yet 
from several points of view tho grand 
old church. In spite of its lofty pin- 
nacles and sweet carillon. Is less In- 
teresting and less an embodiment of 
tho local past than a building a hun- 
dred yards away, which Is barnllko 
by comparison. This Is tho old Guild- 
hall, long since disused for municipal 
assembles, and now to bo turned Into 
a town'B museum as a memorial to 
the late King. 

It atlll possesses a gravo dignity. 
Ton can conjure up tho day when It 
was tho house of the Quild of the 
Blessed Mary — Queen Mary the Tudor 
•~and had a table of alabaster two 
yards In .length, above which wero 
"five candlcstyka hanging like potts." 

The deserted banqueting hall makes 
It easy to Imagine the prodigal way In 
which toasts wore honored here In 
old world Novembers when tho cor- 
poration of this ancient borough had a 
prestige few others could rival. Tho 
great west window Is still filled with 
early tracery and some remnants of 
tho ancient stained glaes. And the 
ample hearths are hero, and below In 
the kitchens Is tho appetizing spit. 
And there Is somothlng 1;cbs jovial than 
a spit In the kitchen. It holds a num- 
ber of prison cells.

They were ap- 
prehended at the point of sailing, and 
lodged, not without contumely, ia 
these very cells. Tho cells were In 
the nature of a place of .-retention 
whilo tho prisoners wore awaiting the 
magistrates, rather than an actual 
dungeon In which they served a sen- 
tence. But It was a heartbreaking ex- 
perience for the elders, meaning
